incite this in others when asking for

Truth will prevail, and that exists 
in the cause always, whatever the life 
condition. Children sense this more 
readily than adults because they 
have not ‘yet been instilled witk 
those acts of humanity which lead 
the natural consciousness, instinct 
or intuition away from the heart- 
center towards the brain center asa 
medium of operation and activity. 

What children hesitate to accept 
on first impulse, for which a dislike is 
manifested, bespeaks of a truth not 
seen in the effect—a cause that 
should be analyzed. But as they 
must be “trained” according to our 
worldly conception of things we 
destroy their intuitive conception 
and consequently their sensibilities 
to that which is best for them. “e 

Forcing a child to eat what it 
instinctively rejects lays the founda- 
tion for dyspepsia or a torpid liver. 
Forcing it into the presence of un- 
congenial associates is like trans- 
planting a tender plant in unconge 
jal soil. . It naturally combate agas 
itself to ‘circumstances, ‘but it is 
also taught to make this a principle 
with results that develop a false bear- 


ing in after life—a sort of selfigh © - Š 


exclusiveness, difficult to overcome 
when oncé individualized. False 
pride or hautiness may be self-engen- 
dered, but it can be as often traced. 
to the false teachings of parents. 
We might just as well teach children 
to drink or smoke as to instruct them 
in such forms of egotism. One is as 
detrimental as the other in the battle 
of life when self-dependence begins. 

The compromise between permit 
ting them to run wild and disciplin- 
ing them to exclusiveness rests in 
heart-culture — consideration for 
others without humbling them; de- 
ference without theatrical effect; 
simplicity without destroying their 
sense of beauty. 

Grace comes from the heart—a 
free expression of the spirit through 
the body—and to dwarf this by 
straight-laced or old-fogy notions of 
etiquett so-called, is to put the soul 
at rest until it bursts its own bonds 
at some future period of life. Jt may 
be fortunate enough to finda “kindly 
light” that leads upward, but some 
find a false leader, and, in their first 
sense of freedom go astray—from 
grace to disgrace. ee, 

From small causes great effects 
may accrue. And as small à cause 
as a child’s sense of taste or feeling 
may be, we can erect on it a future 
that may produce misery or happi- 
ness— both for our children and 
ourselves. i

It does little good to be able to say, 
“the Bible is contradictory;” one 
wants to be able to prove it. Here 
we wish for room for many extraets 
from our lessors. so that we could 
prove that, of all places in the world, 
the Morris Pratt School is the place 
to go to learn of these contradictiens, 
as well as to learn the truths of the 
Bible.

5. Matthew tells of Joseph taking 
his wife and child, Jesus, and going 
down into Egypt: an event of which 
Luke knew nothing.

Of this 
star and its queer behavior Luke 
apparently knew nothing. 

9. Matthew and Luke both give 
genealogy of Jesus, or rather of Joseph 
whom they deny being Jesus’ father; 
Matthew traces this genealogy only 
to Abraham, in order to prove that 
Jesus was Abraham’s child. Luke 
supposes that he traces this geneal- 
ogy back to Adam. These geneal- 
ogies are not at all alike. 

Q. In what do these genealogies: 
differ? 

A. Matthew has forty-two gener- 
ations from Abraham to Christ, 
while Luke has fifty-seven. Luke 
does not trace his genealogy of Jesus- 
through Solomon as Matthew did, 
but through Nathan. Luke iii. 31. 
Matt. i. 6. Matt. says Joseph was 
the son of Jacob, Matt, ii. 16., Luke 
says he was the son of Heli. Luke 
iii. 2. 

Taking the above as a sample, we 
are led to ask Bro. F. if he can telt 
his readers where he can find a place 
where the contradictions of the Bible- 
can be better taught than in the: 
Morris Pratt Institute.? 

4. “The Bible obscene.” 

The Bible as a book in not obscene.
